to Have Come from Africa 
Florida in Two Days. 

A government official who recently 
returned from a-visit to Palm Beach, 
p la-, tells about seeing a huge man- 
eating shark captured at that place. 
It was one of the biggest sharks ever 
caught in Florida waters and was evi¬ 
dently a sailor of many years. The 
monster measured over eighteen feet 
in length, had a sword attachment as 
long as. an arm and was of the leop¬ 
ard variety, stamping it as one of the 
man-eating kind, 

The shark was caught by a fisher¬ 
man, He used a large rope for a 
line and had a windlass as a reel. At 
the end of the line was a huge steel 
hook, and this was baited with 
bright tin can. The shark bit at the 
bait and Was entrapped. He was 
landed after the roughest .time 
fisherman ever experienced. 

It was the interior of the fish, how¬ 
ever, that excited the greatest inter¬ 
est. When he was cut open a whole 
porpoise was found in the stomach. 
There was also a large piece of partly 
digested shark and the head of an 
ostrich. The piece of shark inside the 
monster was out of the back and con¬ 
tained the backbone of the dead fish. 

A careful examination showed that 
the backbones were larger than the 
backbones of the captured shark. A 
mtmljer of 3cars on his ‘body showed 
that he had been in conflict with an* 
othei shark, and the finding of a piece 
of the adversam- showed that the 
conflict and etidi.1

it were, both as to the age and stand¬ 
ing of the mates chosen. A widower 
takes for a third wife his Son’s'step¬ 
daughter, or a widow marries the sonij 
of a man whom her daughter married. 
Just s<j there are family records in 
Nvhich 4 marriage at a very advanced 
age or ! witli a partner of lower rank 
socially never occurs, 

I think fortune tellers could add 
to the effectiveness of their 1 prophe¬ 
cies in love matters if they could have 
the advantage of scanning the family 
annals of the applicants.
